LINER WAS WARNED 
OF IMPENDING GALE 


Weather Bureau Gave Notice 
of Storm in Path of 
lll-Fated Steamer. 


While the Coast Guard and Navy De- 
partment headquarters here moved 
with concentrated effort last night to 
the relief of the passengers and crew 
who had taken to the lifeboats on 
the open sea after the S. S. Vestris 
sank off the Virginia Capes yesterday, 
it developed that the Government had 
broadcast a warning on Sunday, 
which, if followed, might have saved 
the craft. 

Under orders from Washington ships 
of the Navy and Coast Guard were 
ordered to proceed under full steam 
to the position given by the craft 
which reported itself sinking, and 
while the cause of the vessel’s distress 
was not explained, it is believed that 
she ran into a storm against which 
all ships had been specifically warned 
in the weather forecast of Sunday. 

Charles L. Mitchell, forecaster of the 
Weather Bureau, said last night that 
if the difficulties in which the Vestris 
found herself were attributable to 
weather conditions it would be dis- 
covered that she had gone directly 
counter to advice given by the bureau's 
forecast which was broadcast from the 
Arlington radio towers Sunday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

Storm Warning Broadcast. 


In the Sunday forecast the bureau 
warned of a storm which was moving 
northeastward after originating off the 
South Atlantic Coast, and told ships 
at sea that the storm would increase 
in intensity and be accompanied by 
dangerous shifting gales. 

Mr. Mitchell said last night that the 
Vestris at that time was proceeding 
southeast, and that it must have been 
apparent to experts aboard that they 
were destined, unless they changed 
their course or hove to, to cross the 
path of the storm where it would be 
most intense. Mitchell said that Judg- 
ing from the position given oy the 
Vestris in its distress calls yesterday 
she had failed to heed the warning 
of Sunday and proceeded directly on 
her course, running afoul of the gales. 

The forecast broadcast Sunday was 
in part as follows: 

“A disturbance that developed off 
South Atlantic Coast Saturday has 
moved northeastward with rapidiy in- 
creasing intensity, being central about 
200 miles east of Cape Hatteras. Low- 
est reported pressure, 29.40 inches. 
Steamship San Juan. 


Dangerous Gales Forecast. 


“This storm will move northeastward 
over the ocean with further increase in 
intensity and it will likely be attended 
by dangerous shifting gales near its 
center.”

The Wyoming, her powerful search- 
lights sweeping the ocean on every side, 
reported at 11 o'clock that although 
within 40 miles of the spot where the 
radio operator of the Vestris reported 
it had been abandoned almost ten hours 
before, it had not yet found trace of a 
single lifeboat or piece of wreckage. 
Messages to the shore disclosed, how- 
ever, that the Wyoming was malntain- 
ing wireless conversation with the San 
Juan and the Santa Barbara. 

In these mesages the Wyoming re- 
ported that weather conditions in the 
area over which it was searching were 
unfavorable, even for stanch craft, 
and the news struck dismay into the 
hearts of anxious thousands walting 
along the entire Atlantic Coast for 
some hopeful word from the rescue 
ships. 

Cause of Sinking Is Mystery. 

New York, Nov. 12 (A.P.).—Stricken 
by some mysterious ill, the Lamport 
and Holt liner Vestris, former queen 
of the South American trade, turned on 
her side off the Virginia coast today 
and the passengers and crew. had to 
take to the boats. 

As dark came down tonight almost 
350 men and women and children were 
riding the stormy waves about 300 
miles from shore in little lifeboats that 
would be their only hope until the first 
of the score or more steamers rushing 
to their aid should arrive. 

Messages received direct from the 
Vestris before she had to be abandoned 
told that she was sinking, lying at a 
30-degree angle with her decks awash, 
but made n~ mention of the cause of 
her distress. The Coast Guard destroyer 
Davis, rescue-bound, relayed a message 
that the Vestris had sprung a leak, but 
how that happened was not told. 

At the offices of the Lamport & 
Holt Line here the theory that a shift- 
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ing cargo might have tipped the ship 
over was discounted. Nor was any rea- 
sonable explanation forthcoming as to 
how such a liner, a crack ship for all 
her 16 years, could suddenly spring 
such a leak that she had to be aban- 
doned within a few hours, steaming dis- 
tance of the Virginia Capes. 

The cargo, some 6,000 tons of general 
merchandise, was not of such a sort, 
line officials said, that waves could 
shift it so as to keep the ship over. 
There was a great quantity of silk and 
cotton cloth, some machinery, 250 bar- 
rels of oil, and considerable fruit. 

There was a crew of 210 on the 
Vestris under Capt. William Carey, 
commodore of the Lamport & Holt 
Line, and in the three classes there 
were 229 passengers and a few unlisted 
ones. Among the passengers were many 
women and there were known to be at 
least half a dozen children. 


Vessel Soon Abandoned. 


The first call for help came just be- 
fore 10 o’clock this morning and three 
hours and a half later, at 1:25, the 
Vestris had been deserted by all on 
board, a derelict lurching suddenly in 
heavy seas remaining from the storm 
of yesterday. 

First intimation of possible disaster 
was merely that three-letter cry for 
which the ears of seafarers are always 
strained, S OS. The signal went out 
over the air and immediately broad- 
casting was shut down to give silence 
to the periled. It was not known at 
first what ship was in distress or where 
it was, but soon other messages began 
coming through the stilled ether. 

In the message picked up by the 
Radio Corporation of America an- 
nouncing abandonment of the ship it 
Was said that no steamer had set 
reached the Vestris. There had been 
previous reports that the Japanese ves- 
sel Ohio Maru was standing by. The 
weather was reported moderately rough 
as the passengers and the crew went 
over the side and took to the life- 
boats. The message included the in- 
formation that the radio operator was 
also leaving the ship as he did not 
believe he could get any further mes- 
sages through.

The Weather Bureau here said that 
there was no storm today at the place 
where the Vestris was sinking, but 
there had been a severe one there yes- 
terday and the waves were believed 
to be still rolling high from that 
storm. 

Vestris’ life-saving equipment com- 
prised sixteen lifeboats, a motorboat 
with a capacity of ‘60 persons and 
Many rafts, it was said at the com- 
pany’s offices here. These provisions 
were regarded as ample to accommo- 
date passengers and crew. 

The first full message from the 
Vestris read: “S. S. Vestris Lamport 
and Holt line 37.35 north longitude 
71:3 west requires immediate assist- 
ance.” 


Reserve Agencies Speeded. 


As soon as that was received all the 
agencies of rescue swung into action. 
Within an hour eleven steamers flying 


the flags of several nations were on 
their way under forced draft, half a 
dozen Coast Guard craft had turned 
toward the place and the Navy prepared 
to offer what help it could. 

As the rescue fleet converged on that 
spot some 300 miles off Hampton Roads 
the messages continued to come in 
from the sinking vessel, though the 
wireless man must have been standing 
on the wall of his cabin and the water 
was creeping steadily up. 

The operator confined himself largely 
to verifying the position of the Vestris 
and giving what aid he could to the 
speeding rescuers, all of them many 
miles away. But he told just before 
noon that the passengers were begin- 
ning to go over the side into the boats, 
and a little later the wireless signal 
dropped sharply in volume, indicating 
that the main set was out of commis- 
sion and the auxiliary one pressed into 
service. 

At 1:25 came the last message. This 
told that the ship was being abandoned 
and the wireless man was going along 
with his shipmates, as it was no longer 
possible to transmit.

FOUR OF CREW RESCUED 


Norfolk, Va., Nov, 12 (A.P.).—A ven- 
ture to sea, with high northeast winds 
blowing, in an effort to retrieve a small 
fishing scow, today cost the lives of 
Capt. Lee Hartman, veteran deep sea 
fisherman, and the seven members of 


the crew, off Hog Island bar, in Accomac 
County. 

The eight were lost when a heavy sea 
swamped and sank their motorboat. 

Besides Capt. Hartman, those drowned 
were Engineer Leroy Bundick, Cleve- 
land Bailey, William Taylor, John Wat- 
son, Alonzo Sneed, Robert Badger and 
Edward Hunter. All were residents of 
of Accomac and Northampton Counties. 

Capt. Hartman and his crew set out 
early this morning to fish 6 miles off 
Hog Island. On reaching their traps 
they found the seas too rough for them 
While returning they lost a small scow 
they had in tow. 

Despite advice to the contrary from 
other fieshermen, Capt. Hartman went 
out again in search of the fishing scow. 
On recrossing Hog Island bar his boat 
was swamped. 

Three or four other men are believed 
to be adrift at sea or lost from the 
schooner Jacob William Hook, reported 
wrecked some 300 miles off Charleston 
S. C., to Coast Guard headquarters 
late this afternoon. The passing ship, 
the Evansville, reported that she had 
taken the~mate, two members of the 
crew, ani the cook off the schooner 
and coastguardsmen here believe 
there were probably three or four 
other men aboard the schooner.

While the fast ships were speeding 
to the disabled craft with thought 
only of the human lives to be saved, 
a plodding salvage tug pushed cut from 
Sandy Hook late today to bring in the 
Vestris if it should stay afloat long 
enough. The wrecking tug Relief ex- 
pected to reach the scene about noon 
tomorrow and make an attempt to get 
a line onto the Vestris, which is val- 
ned at between $2,000,000 and §82,- 
50C,000. Lamport & Holt Line officials 
said the cargo was worth several mil- 
lions and that some of it might be 
salvaged if the vessel could be towed 
to port 

The Vestris was built for the South 
American trade in 1912 at Belfast. She 
was the biggest thing ever to be placed 
in service between New York and South 
American ports, 495 feet long, 10,494 
gross tons, with a depth of 28 feet and 
a beam of 60. She had special equip- 
ment for carrying Argentina meat, such 
a refrigerating system as seldom had 
been seen before. 


Vessel In War Service. 


For sixteen years she stayed in serv- 
ice with only one small fire to mar her 
record and that was extinguished with- 
out serious damage and with no iIn- 
jury to those aboard. Though an Eng- 
lish ship, she carried American men 
and munitions during the war and ran 
the gauntlet of the sumbarine blockade 
time after time, 

Capt. Carey, a veteran skipper, re- 
cently was appointed commodore of the 
Lamport and Holt Line was making 
his last trip on the Vestris when it was 
stricken today. His new ship was to 
be the Voltaire, flagship of the line, 
a newer and larger craft than the old 
Vestris. 

And Commodore Carey conceivably

Ships Hurry to Rescue. 


At an early hour this morning, how- 
ever, no word had been received here 
from the vessels dispatched upon re- 
ceipt of the distress call which held out 
any encouragement for rescue of the 
parsengers or crew. The Coast Guard 
was placing virtually all of its hope 
in the Davis, which accompanied by 
cutters had sped to the reported posi- 
tion of the Vestris, while the Navy De- 
partment regarded the VU. S. 5S. Wyo- 
ming, flag ship of the scouting fleet 
as its “ace” among the vessels steam- 
ing toward the scene of the tragedy.

The Wyoming had been in Lynn- 
haven Roads, just inside the Virginia 
Capes, being probably the nearest 
naval craft to the stricken ship. From 
the Wyoming came only the simple 
words: “Wyoming proceeding.” 

The commander of the scouting fleet, 
however, sent the message: 

“Wyoming expected to arrive vicinity 
steamship Vestris“42 a. m., Novem- 
ber 13.” 

From naval bases in New York, Phila- 
delphia and Charleston, the depart- 
ment here received messages reporting 
the distress of the Vestris and all au- 
thorities were prompt to stand by to 
render assistance.

He recalled the 
defendant's appearances before the 
Senate committee last winter and de- 
clared Stewart had refused to answer 
questions about the Continental Trad- 
ing Co. at that time because he was 
under subpena in the criminal con- 
spiracy case against Harry F. Sinclair, 
then pending. 

Hogan contended that, although 
Stewart had received $759,000 of the 
Liberty bonds from the Continental 
Trading from a profitable oil transac- 
tion, he had not profited personally, 
but had turned the bonds over to.a 
trustee to be transferred eventually to 
two oll companies with which he was 
connected and which figured in the 
deal.

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ARMS LIMITATION FIRST. 

President Coolidge’s Armistice Day ad- 
dress is receiving the scrutiny of Euro- 
vean governments. The more it is studied 
the more they will find in it. They should 
have in mind the result of the American 
election when they ponder Mr. Coolidge’s 
words ; for what he has outlined as Amer- 
ican policy will remain American policy 
under President Hoover. 

Great Britain and France are making 
large expenditures for military purposes 
at the very time they are preparing to 
make an arrangement with Germany for 
floating an enormous loan with which to 
discharge reparation obligations. These 
expenditures for the expansion of arma. 
ments are in direct conflict with the ver- 
bal assurances of .British and French 
spokesmen that those governments are 
anxious to cooperate in the limitation of 
armaments. 

Mr. Coolidge’s terse statement that the 
United States had “of course” rejected 
the Anglo-French proposal for the un- 
limited building of such vessels as they 
require, and for a limitation upon such 
vessels as America requires, ought to be 
sufficient to put an end to European at- 
tempts to pull the wool over American 
eyes. These attempts are worse than 
useless; they arouse resentment and give 
solid ground for the belief in America 
that the two powers in question do not 
intend to reduce their armaments, but on 
the contrary intend to expand them. 

In the absence of an agreement to limit 
naval armaments it is certain that the 
United States will proceed to build 10.009- 


ton cruisers in such numbers as her | 


needs require. Additional aircraft car- 
riers will be provided, also, together with 
increased air force. America’s protective 
naval requirements are made larger by 
the increase of European armaments, not 
because the United States apprehends at- 
tack, but because a foreign war would 
endanger American commerce. Foreign 
belligerents, preying upon American neu- 
tral commerce, would sooner or later 
dtaw the United States into war. For 
this reason this country intends to pro- 
vide adequate naval defense. 

France, while increasing armaments, 
does not settle her debt to the United 
States. If anything is calculated to de- 
stroy the good relations that should sub- 
sist between the United States and 
France it is this course of action. Premier 
Poincare has organized a new cabinet, 
and will soon participate in a conference 
having for its object the floating of an 
enormous German loan. It is proposed 
that Germany shall mortgage her rail- 
ways and pay the reparation bill, and 
that France and Great Britain, with 
these proceeds, will offer a cash discount 
to the United States in full payment of 
the war debts. American investors will 
be asked to buy the lion’s share of the 
new German securities. 

President Coolidge’s statement that 
the United States does not care to finance 
another war'‘in Europe should be care- 
fully studied. Before Americans will 
subscribe to any European national loan 
they will make sure that the money will 
not go into armaments. Therefore, an 
agreement for the limitation of arma- 
ments must precede the Anglo-French- 
German scheme of reparation and debt 
settlements. | 

If America looks with suspicion upon 
overtures from European governments i 
is their fault. ‘The ink is not yet dry 
upon thé perfidious proposal of Great 
Britain and France, in which they asked 
the United States to agree to limitation 
of its armament while permitting them 
to.expand their own. No new scheme will 
‘now be accepted until guarantees are first 


q ee made. The only guarantee worth having 


" ! is an ironclad treaty to limit armaments.

tively modern commission—statutes which 
were approved by Queen Victoria in council in 
1882. Sir Herbert Warren’s predecessor, Dr. 
Frederic Bulley, was the last president elected 
on the plan laid down by Waynflete. 

The holding of the great office appears to 
conduce to peace of mind, content, and longev- 
ity. Sir Herbert Warren has occupied it for 43 
years, or since 1885; Bulley was the ruling 
power for 30 years from 1855; and Bulley’s 
immediate predecessor, Dr. Martin Routh, who 
was elected in 1791, held on for 63 years, until 
he died in 1854, in his 100th year. 

The long and detailed oath, which Wayn- 
flete enjoined that each new duly elected presi- 
dent should take, is an extremely quaint and 
interesting human document. He was «vl- 
dently afraid of those dissensions and jeal- 
ousies which sometimes are the cause of grave 
trouble, even in academic halls. Hence, among 
other things, the far-seeing Bishop of Win- 
chester required each incoming president of 
Magdalen to swear as follows: 

I will not be a detractor, whisperer, or 
make-hate, nor will I provoke jealousy, 
envy, hatred, anger, discord, contumely, 
jars, or brawls: nor plead special or 
transcendant Prerogatives of nobility, 
family, sciences, faculties, or wealth; -nor 
will I silently or expressly, publicly or 
privily, in any wise make Comparisons be- 
tween the Fellows of the same College, or 
any other Scholars of the University of Ox- 
ford, be they Southern men, or North- 
Eastern, or Northern men; or of Sciences 
with Sciences, Faculties with Faculties 
Country with Country, Birth with Birth, 
Nobility with Nobility or lack of Nobility; 
or any other Compuirisons in any wise 
hateful by word or deed, for the purpose 
of embroiling Fellows or Scholars, Sci- 
ences or Faculties. 

The most sensational election to the Magda- 
len presidency was that of John Hough on 
April 15, 1687. King James I] sought to 
force on the college one Anthony Farmer. who 
was not eligible because he was not a past or 
present Fellow either of Magdalen or of New 
College. The Fellows of Magdalen, abiding 
by their oaths to observe the statutes, re- 
jected Farmer, and elected Hough, whereupon 
the Ecclesiastical Commission declared the 
election void and proceeded to Oxford in order 
to enforce the king’s wishes. Hough, however, 
stood upon his rights and refused to hand 
over the keys or give up his lodgings. The 


commission then declared him contumacious 
and ordered his name to be struck off the col- 
lege books, and, when he protested, the com- 


contempt in the King’s Bench. 
deemed it prudent to abandon Farmer, who 
was accused of being a drunkard and other- 
wise disreputable, but, with characteristic 
obstinacy, he nominated Samuel Parker, Bishop 
of Oxford, to the post. Although Parker was 
also ineligible under the statutes, the commis- 
sion installed him, as president and expelled 
25 recalcitrant Fellows, Finally, the king, 
under the pressure of outside events, sur- 
rendered his untenable position, and on Oc- 
tober 25, 1688, Hough and the expelled Yel- 
lows were restored to their offices by théir 
legal Visitor, the then Bishop of Winchester. 

Ever since, October 25 is observed as res- 
toration day at Magdalen, and the President. 
the Fellows, and the Demies assemble in Hall 
to drink from the loving cup the toast of “Jus 
Suum Cuique” (To each his right), and, from 
1688 onward, no prelate, prince, or potentate 
has ever presumed to interfere with the legal 
election of the successive president of Macda- 
len. The change made in 1882 does not affect 
the principle, but merely simplifies the mode, 
of the election.

COURT BEGINS SESSIONS 


The Montgomery County grand jury 
yesterday began investigation of the 
robbery of the Silver Spring National 
Bank on October 27. Hugh L. McDan- 
lel, Takoma Park, Md., charged with 
the robbery, is being held in Rockville 
Jail in default of $15,000 bond. 

Fred L. Lutes, assistant cashier of the 
bank, who was forced to hand over 
$2,200 to the man who held up the 
bank; Charles E. MacFarlane, Brent- 
wood, taxi driver, who was forced to 
drive the robber from the bank at the 
point of a pistol; Montgomery Police 
Sergeants Guy L. Jones and Earl Bur- 
dine, who arrested McDaniel, and Po- 
liceman Joseph Nolte, who found an 


automatic pistol in a clothes baskets 
in the cellar of McDaniel’s home which 
corresponded to the description of the 
pistol used by the robber, appeared be- 
fore the grand jury yesterday. 

The robbery occurred early Saturday 
morning just after the bank had 
opened. Lutes was counting money for 
the day’s business when a man entered 
and asked what procedure was neces- 
sary to obtain a small loan. Lutes 
turned and pointed to the office of 
the cashier. When he again faced the 
man he found himself staring into the 
muzzle of a pistol, while the stranger 
calmly told him to give him “all 
you've got.” 

The robber escaped amid a hail of 
bullets and fled in a waiting taxicab 
driven by MacFarland. . In the firing a 
young woman, Miss Helen Hobbs, of 
Linden, Md., was wounded in the ear. 
Lawrence Lutes, son of the assistant 
cashier, took the number of the taxi- 
cab as it sped away. 

Sergeants Burdine and Jones later 
arrested McDaniel at his home, 30 Co- 
lumbia avenue, Tekoma Park, Md., a’d 
he was held for the grand Jury.

CONGRESS TO BUILD 
QUAY IN SOUTHEAST 


Approves Project to Develop 
Anacostia River Sections 
as Industrial Center. 


TERMINALS TWO MILES 
LONG LAID OUT IN PLAN 


Would Provide Warehouses 
and Trackage for City’s 
Future Requirements. 


A plan for development of the north 
shore of the Anacostia River, on a line 
between the Army War College and the 
Navy Yard, for the city’s future indus- 
trial expansion, was favored in prin- 
ciple by the National Capital Park and 
Planning Comrvission yesterday. 

Under the plan of the coordinating 
committee of the commission, a future 
industrial center in that section’ would 
De assisted by 2 miles of rail and water 
terminal facilities 

The plan augments a project for a 
mile of piers and slips along Water 
street southwest, between Fourteenth 
and P streets, submitted in 1926 by the 
United States engineer’s office, with 
another mile of quay, rail connections 
and warehouse facilities, extending 
from the District sewerage pumping 
station, past Buzzards Point, to the 
Army War College area. 


Awaits Congressional Action. 


The original project now awaits 
presentation to Congress by Maj. Gen. 
Fkigar Jadwin, chief of engineers and 
president of the commission; and the 
second, the commission's official ap- 
proval. 

The first project calls for nine large 
piers and slips and more than a dozen 
smaller ones at an estimated cost of 
$3,000,000. Both, when completed, will 
care for the general improvement of ral! 
and water terminal facilities on the 
Washington Channel and Anacostia 
River, on both sides of Buzzards Point, 
and give the best shipping facilities for 
industrial undertakings to be developed 
in this vicinity. 

The later project, presented by the 
coordinating committee and the United 
States engineers’ office, furnishes ade- 
quate quay development for many fu- 
ture years and involves a straightening 
of territory abutting the Anacostia 
River in the region of the improvement 
Railroads connecting with the quay, a 
reilroad yard for classification, receiv- 
ing and dispatching of cars and a 
freight house also are included. The 
quay will be a single long structure 
with a basin. 


To Care for Bulky Cargoes. 


The newest project will care for ship- 
ments of sand, gravel, coal and other 
Dulky cargoes that an industrial center 
would produce. No estimate as yet has 
been furnished on the cos of the sec- 
ond section of the project. 

Members of the commission also dis- 
cussed with a committee representing 
Washington realty men the economical 
and esthetic value of its new highway 
plan of longer blocks and winding 
street development, following natural 
contours. The committee was composed 
of M. C. Miller, Harry K. Boss and E. S. 
Kennedy. It is not ready to make a re- 
port on its investigation of the plan.

ASSETS 


Plans for erection of a men’s dormi- 
tory at American University were ap- 
proved yesterday by the board of trus- 
tees in annual meetjng. The first unit 
will cost $100,000, and it is planned 
to start work soon. 

The board ignored the recent po- 
litical activities of Dr. Edward T. De- 
vine, dean of the graduate school of 
the institution, although it had been 
rumored that he might be disciplined 
for his active support of the presiden- 
tial candidacy of Gov. Smith. 

A review of the financial status of 
the university for five years, presented 
by Lucius C. Clark, showed the total 
assets had doubled in the _ period, 
standing on July 31 of this year at $4,- 
618,679, or net total assets over all in- 
cebtedness of $4,272,868. 

Comparative income for the .five- 
year period showed an increase from 
$89,155 for 1923 to $562,319 in 1928. 

The latter included a special bequest 
of $360,000 from the estate of Miss 
Mary Graydon, going to endowment, 
and leaving the past fiscal year with a 
deficit of operating expenses over op- 
erating income. 

The instructional staff increased from 
32 to 65 in five years, while during the 
same period the student enrollment 
had Jumped from’228 to 590, including 
establishment of the College of Liberal 
Arts on the campus 

John C. Letts, president of the board, 
presented to the institution a massive 
hand-carved Italiam desk and chair 
used at the quadrennial general con- 
vention of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

A budget for the next college year 
of $340,800 was adopted. This is the 
largest in the history of the institution. 

Two new trustees were elected, Will- 
lam Frederick Bigelow, editor of Good 
Housekeeping Magazine, and Harry H. 
Flemming. attorney of Kingston, N. Y., 
father of Arthur S, Flemming, instruc- 
tor of political sciences at the uni- 
versity. 

The board reelected officers for the 
year as follows: President, John C. 
Letts; first vice president, William 
Knowles Cooper; second vice president, 
Merton E. Church; treasurer, William 
S. Corby; secretary, Charles W. Baldwin, 
and assistant secretary, Albert Osborn.

Because Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, has not sub- 
mitted the report asked of him on the 
question of regulating the speed of fire 
apparatus, the District Commisioners 
are not expected to take any formal 
action on the question when they meet 
in session today, Commissioner Proctor 
L. Dougherty said yesterday. 

The question has been pending for 
more than two weeks, since a young 
woman was killed when struck by the 
automobile of a battalion chief and 
the coroner’s jury recommended “dras- 
tic” revision in traffic regulations, 
bringing the fire apparatus under the 
traffic regulations to a greater extent 
and limiting their speed. 

Both Fire Chief George S. Watson 
and Wiliam H. Harland, director of 
traffic, have reported to Dougherty as 
against limiting the speed of ap- 
paratus responding to fire alarms, and 
urged that motorists pay greater heed 
to the right of ' .y given in law to 
fire apparatus.

Willlam V. Burnell, engineer of the 
firm of Stone & Webster, Inc., Boston 
consulting engineers, yesterday told the 
Public Utilities Commission that R. O. 
Luqueer’s valuation of the Washington 
| Gas Light Co. was $2,300,000 shy of the 
;amount the company properly could 
and should claim as the basis for a re- 
vision of the present gas rates. 

The present rates are based on a val- 
uation of aproximately $17,000,000 
Luqueer, employed by the gas company 
as consulting engineer, said the valua- 
| tion should be $27,444,810, but Burnell 
| yesterday said the proper figure should 
| be $29,751,235. 
| In almost every instance, Burnell’s 
| figures were higher than those which 

have been read into the record of the 
gas valuation hearings by Luqueer dur- 
ing the last several weeks. 

Burnell went even farther than Lu- 
queer in disagreeing with the commis- 
sion experts on the question of depre- 
ciation, declaring that nothing should 
be deducted from his high valuation 
to allow for the physical depreciation 
of the property of the gas company. 


Differ Over Depreciation. 


Luqueer, speaking for the company, 
said he thought $829,710 was the proper 
amount to allow for depreciation, al- 
though that figure was deducted from 
a valuation of 828,274,520 and not from 
his $27,444,810 figure. which he gave 
as the net valuation after all proper 
deductions had been made

Sentenced to 25 Years After 
Thrilling Court Crowd With 
Tales and Threats. 


JURY OUT ONE MINUTE 
TO FRAME ITS VERDICT 


“Would Like to Exterminate 
Whole Human Race,” He 
Says, Including Himself. 


Carl Panzram, 36 years old, confessed 
child murderer, yesterday was convicted 
of housebreaking and larceny charges 
by a jury in criminal division of Dis- 
trict Supreme Court and was sentenced 
to serve 25 years’ imprisonment by 
Chief Justice Walter 1. McCoy 

Abounding with thrills, Panzram’s 
trial was one of the most dramatic 
ever staged in the history of the court. 
The trial lasted only an hour and a 
half. The jury retired deliberate 
only a minute before announcing the 
verdict. 

Sullen and aggressive, Panzram sat 
at the counsel table, closely guarded 
by two deputy marshals. He served as 
his own defender. Witness after wit- 
ness for the prosecution left the wit- 
ness box as Panzram refused to cross- 
question. When prosecution had 
completed its Panzram an- 
nounced:

Platoon School Fate 
To Be Decided Today 


Board of Education and City and Budget Bureau 
Officials to Rule Whether Park View Build- 


ing Is Suitable for Experiment. 


The fate of tne Park View School 
and the platoon system of education 
now in use there hinges on the result 
of a meeting today of school officials, 
members of the District government 
and officials of the Budget Bureau. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superinten- 
dent of schools; A L. Harris, municipal 
architect; Maj. L. E. Atkins, Assistant 
Engineer Commissioner in charge of 
school site purchases, and administra- 
tive officers of the public schools, will 
be called upon to decide whether the 
Park View School, with its proposed 
eight-room addition, will be adaptable 
for a continuance of the experiment of 
the platoon system of education, or 
whether it would be advisable to try 
out the system in a school built espe- 
cClally for this purpose 

For a long time school officials have 
been in a quandary as to which of two 
sites adjacent to the Park View 
School would be best suited tor the 
site of the proposed eight-room addi- 
tion. One of the sites under consider- 
ation is the land north of the build- 
ing. The other is that strip of land 
“AY occupied by a row of houses in 
the 


same block and directly west of 
the school. 


If the site to the north of the school 
were chosen it would necessitate the 
closing of Otis street between Warder 
and Sixth streets northwest. Mention 
of this possibility brought a strong pro- 
test from the Georgia Avenue Business 
Men’s Association and from residents in 
the vicinity. Little expense, however, 
would be entailed in the acquisition of 
this property. 

If west site was chosen it would re- 
quire the expenditure of a larger amount 
of funds available for school sites. The 
question now arises in the minds of 
school officials whether either site, with 
an eight-room addition to the present 
school, would enable officials to give 
the platoon system a fair try-out. 


The platoon system, working on @ 
basis of one-third play, one-third study 
and one-third specialized activity, 1s 
not adaptable for try-out in a sixteen- 
room building such as the Park View 
school, some officials hold. 


It is entirely possible, it was pointed 
out, that a continuance of the platoon 
system in the Park View school will be 
sidetracked and the system placed into 
effect in a new building constructed 
primarily for this method of education
